They’re dedicating themselves to the increas­ 
ing arm y of tourists (mostly American), to be 
sure, and they’re missing neither a dollar nor a 
franc, both of which are flowing freely into the 
shops. 


But mostly, they are preoccupied with some­ 


thing else. You see, while Bob Moses w?as spend­ 
ing a couple of years patching together his co­ 
lossal New York World’s Fair, the Swiss govern­ 
ment was busying itself with the Swiss National 
Exhibition at Lausanne. 


Day of Excitement 


So, as Americans are flying, railing and mo­ 
toring to New’ York, the natives here are hustling 
to Lausanne for a day or so of excitement, sore 
feet and franc-giving, and to most of them the 


New York extravaganza is just another little car­ 
nival somewhere across the Atlantic.
